VV, V. Nasalized vowels are also distinctive, but in the vast majority of 
cases occur only in preconsonantal and word-final positions, where they 
can be shown, as above, by -F/i. Stylistically or otherwise, nasalized 
vowels may always be replaced by a nasal consonant flanked by oral 
vowels (VNV), Arawak /i/ is mid to high back w«rounded, Arawak /o/ 
mid to high back roimded.
